1. The license covers only the transfer of information 
necessary for determining interface compatability and loads 
analysis and for verifying the capability of the Chinese launch 
vehicle tc place the Westar VI-S satellite in the desired orbit, 
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2. The license does not permit the transfer in any manner 
whatsoever cf any (a) development , production or use 
information related to the Westar VI-S satellite or (b) the 
ptoviscr, of anv technical data, technical assistance or i ] 
services related to the Chinese launch vehicle. I 

3. Any follcw-on requests for additional information 
(other than what has been reviewed and specifically approved in 
this case) or for the exportation of the satellite- itself will 
require separate review and approval. 

4. Your firm must make it clear to all concerned that 
final determination of the follow-on cases referred to in 
proviso three above will be subject to satisfying the following 

requirements : 

a). Receipt from Western Union of a new 

request for approval, accompanied by the 
necessary background and including in 
particular a final contract clearly 
describing the satellite equipment as well 
as the technical data to be delivered under 
the contract.

b). Receipt from the Chinese authorities 
ol a satisfactory assurance governing 
protection of the equipment and dat*- 
from unauthorized access or disclosures. 
(The content of the assurance will be 
determined by the Department following 
receipt o£ and review of the new request).

5. Ycu may not use the enclosed license to effect~the 
exportation of the authorized information until after you 
obtain and deliver to the Department a statement (signed by an 
authorized official of the foreign consignee and addressed to 
the Office of Munitions Control, Department of State) assuring 
the Department that the technical data will be used exclusively 
in connection with the proposed launch of the Westar VI-S 
satellite and will net be used for other purposes or 
transferred to any third parties or countries without the pricr 
written approval cf the Department.
